One That Once Coiit Citizen George 


Francis Train $CO,OOO. 


A broken window pane once cost 


George Francis Train more than |60,- 
000 It was this way: Citizen Train, 
"with the brains of 20 men in his head, 
all pulling different ways," went to 
Omaha in the spring of 1864 At that 
time he was the most talked of man in 
America He had not a thing bat mon- 
ey He bought 5,000 city lots, and alto- 
gether spent several hundred thousand 
dollars He boarded at the Herndon 
House, the best hotel in sight. The 
quixotic Train was regular in only one 
thing—his habits. He always occupied 
the same seat at the table. One morn- 
ing a pane of glass was broken ont of a 
window directly behind his chair. He 
protested and was advised to change 
his seat He would not Instead he paid 
a servant 10 cents a minute to stand 
between him and the draft. After 
breakfast he expostulated with the 
landlord, but received no satisfaction. 


"Never mind," said Train 
"In 60 


days I will build a hotel that will ruin 
your business " 


And he did. The contract was let 


that day. Scores of men were put to 
work The site selected was Ninth and 
Harney streets, near the Missouri river 
Citizen Train went to New York and 
engaged Colonel Cozzens, a noted caterer 
of that city, as manager for his hotel. 


The building alone cost |40,000. The 


furnishings cost $20,000 more. In the 
basement was a gas plant—the only 
one west of St. Louis. The work was 
done on time, and, true to his word, 60 
days after he threatened the manager 
of the Herndon House George Francis 
Train, citizen of the earth, opened his 
hotel, which he called the Cozzens 
House The grand opening ball was at- 
tended by the governor of Nebraska and 
hia stuff, the mayor of Omaha and 
many notables from other states. The 
bouse \\t's a ulaze of glory and a scene 
of almost oriental magnificence 
Just 


when the Vug reception was well on 
there WAS ,i sudden flash, a strange 
noise, and then—total darkness! The 
gas plant bad collapsed. 


The Cozzens House did a flourishing 


business for a year or two'and the Hern- 
don House was badly crippled. Finally 
Train fell out with his manager and 
the place was closed. 


After the business part of Omaha 


moved back from the river the'Herndon 
House declined and finally relapsed into 
a state of innocuous desuetude. A few 
years later it became the property of 
trie Union Pacific railroad and is still 
need as the headquarters of that com- 
pany in Omaha. 


Dr. H. H. Hibbard, a St. Louis den- 


tist, waa the first clerk of the Cozzens

Reno has organized an Improtemen 


Clab. Carson organized one ortr a 
year ago, and similar movements are 
being agitated and urged bj the presi 
in moat of the larger towns of thi 
State. Nevada has awakened from her 
semi-comatose condition of the iait d« 
cade and has put OB her working 
clothes vith a fall determination to 
take advantage «f the spirit of enter 
prise which perrades the cenntry, by 
presenting her claims to the oonsidera 
tion of capital and labor. It goes with 
ont saying that her claims aresnbitan 
tial onee, based as they are upon an 
questionable resources,unsurpassed in 
ttuy other State in the Union, and 
which only hare to be made knewn to 
insure each attention as will attrao 
many thousands of desirable resident 
and the means of development of Na 
tare's beautiful gifts deposited within 
oar borders. 


The JOOBXAL hopes that every town 


in Nevada of four or Qve hundred or 
mo.-e inhabitants will organize a Icca 
Improvement Club, primarily in the 
interest of its own section, bat at par 
and parcel of of a movement for the 
advancement of the general interest of 
the State. As the JOUINAL baa before 
remarked,it would be difficult te effect 
a State organization, exoept by cembi 
nation of local ones that would aot in 
conceit with its contemporaries in mat 
ters pertaining to our entire area as 
well as its various sections. 
The 


benefits to be derived from each or-

Let the newspapers in the different 
towns of tk» State take the matter in 
baud and urge it to a like successful 
issue ia their respective localities. A

The 
output of tbii valuable staple is in the 
neighborhood of 300 tons a month, 
worth about $45,000. One of the lead- 
on producers iu this Stixte furnishes 
he JOUBNAL'S readers in this article 
with a brief bat comprehensive de- 
scription of the process the raw mater- 
al undergoes: 
"Jarbonate of Boda, borio aold and 


water are used in the manufacture of 
the commodity known to the world as 
borax. 


"The carbonate of eoda and limy 


substance containing: boric acid are 
•hoveled into a steel tank of boiling 
water holding 8,000 gallons. These in- 
gradients are paddled with shovels and 
ices from one to three hours, thereby 
dissolving and putting into solution 
all the materials for making borax. 


"Aflei- the; are thoroughly dissolved 


;he tank is covered over and the heat 
retained as far as possible for twelve 
lours. The waste material has then 
settled aud an amber-colored fluid re- 
mains. This is carefully drawn off in- 
to galvanized iron tanka holding 1,000 
gallons aaob. 


"The liquid remains in the tanks or 


tuba for from six to ten days, accord- 
ing to the temperature of the atmos- 
phere. The /solution is usually put in 
at a temperature of 160 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and this ia kept up as well as pos- 
sible until 70 degrees is reached, at 
which time tbe liquor is drawn off, 
leaving the crystalized borax attached 
to the inside surface of the tanks from 
a fourth of an inch to one inch in 
thickness, according to the quantity of 
borio acid and carbonate of eoda.

water from a well at Montmorenci ant 
set the vessel in the hollowed top of a 
etone post that some of the railroai 
men had moved there. While drawinj 
the water a flash of lightning came tha 
struck the chain to which the wel 
bucket was attached, and the woman 
was killed in her tracks. Her remains 
were removed, but the pitcher was let 
just where the dead girl had set it. To 
this day the pitcher remains in the 
same place, and, so far from being re 
moved, it is said that no living ham 
has ever touched it save its's owner's, 
although near the side of the public 
road. 


But the most wonderful thing is the 


superstition attached to the pitcher. 
There is an indescribable influence sur 
rounding it that prevents its touch 
Hundreds of people have gone with thi 
firm determination of lifting the pitch 
er, but when they approach it a strange 
repugnance comes over them, and they 
hurriedly depart without carrying ou' 
the object of their visit. 


One night a bully in the neighbor 


hood, while under the influence o: 
whisky, made a bet with some friendi 
that he would go and bring back thi 
pitcher. He left to do so, but soon re 
tnined as pale as a sheet and empty 
banded. "Boys," he remarked, "no 
person alive can lay hands on tha' 
pitcher, and I wouldn't attempt i 
again for the whole of Aiken county.' 


He refused to tell his experience an< 


said he would not talk about it. Othe 
parties have gone to see it, but me 
with the same repulsive feelings.— 
Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


Clean Coal Mines. 


The Chilean coal mines, opened in 


1855, seem to be nice places to work in 
The seam of coal runs from the shore 
under the waters of the Pacific ocean 
and the tunnels are so clean that you 
could walk through them in a dress 
suit without making yourself dirty 
They are lighted by electricity, and you 
can have a ride for a mile under 
ocean on an electric car at a speed of 30 
miles an hour.
